Both 
fath er an d moth er died with in two 
y ears an d with in th ree mon th s of 
each oth er. Th e fath er h ad serv ed 
by compu lsion in th e Fran co-Pru s- 
sian War, an d got ou t of German y 
becau se h e did n ot wan t h is son s to 
be forced to do military train in g. 
Th e old fath er stern ly h ated th at 
idea. 
Today th ere are bu t fou r of th e 
Ebert boy s liv in g. Besides O. G. of 
Hamlin , th e oth ers are G. H. Ebert 
of Galv eston ; J. H. of Alex an dria, 
La.; an d Rich ard in New York City . 
Emil an d Robert died a few y ears 
ago. 
0. G. Ebert married Miss Margia 
Wh atley , at Calv ert, Tex as, in April 
19 01. Comin g to Hamlin , th ey lo­ 
cated th eir h ome an d sh op 
n ear 
wh at was on ce th e A & S Depot, two 
blocks east of th e presen t Herald 
office. Th ey saw, as th e y ears passed, 
oth er kin ds of bu sin esses en croach 
u pon th eir residen ce, su ch as gin s, 
wareh ou ses, stock pen s, fillin g sta- 
tion e, sh ow lots, etc., bu t th ey cou ld 
do n oth in g abou t it. In th eir older 
day s, th ey are leav in g a commu n ity 
wh ere a h ost of good frien ds will 
lon g remember th em. Th eir black- 
smith in g sh op h as been pu rch ased by 
a capable man wh o will an n ou n ce 
wh en h e gets ready for acceptin g 
work.

Th is y ear’s abu n dan t fru it crop is 
wastin g away becau se of a mistaken 
idea th at fru it can n ot be can n ed 
with ou t su gar. Su gar aids in retain ­ 
in g th e color an d h oldin g th e sh ape 
of fru its, bu t th ey can be su ccess­ 
fu lly can n ed with ou t u sin g su gar, 
accordin g to Ju lia Hu n ter, h ome eco­ 
n omics director for Lon e Star Gas 
Compan y . 
To can fru its with ou t su gar, Miss 
Hu n ter adv ised, follow th e stan dard 
can n in g meth ods, u sin g plain boilin g 
water or boilin g u n sweeten ed fru it 
ju ice as a su bstitu te 
f o r su gar 
sy ru ps. 
M iss Hu n ter h as been bu sy recen t­ 
ly an swerin g requ ests for in forma­ 
tion on su garless can n in g. 
“In su garless can n in g,” sh e said, 
“add ju st en ou gh 
water or fru it 
ju ice to th e prepared fru it to pre­ 
v en t stickin g an d cook u n til h ot 
th rou gh . Th en pack fru it in to h ot 
jars; cov er with liqu id in wh ich fru it 
was cooked an d process in th e boil­ 
in g water bath .” 
Man y people are freezin g th eir 
fru its 
as th e deep freeze meth od 
comes more in to u se. Miss Hu n ter 
adv ised th at as a su bstitu te for su ­ 
gar an d su gar sy ru ps in preparin g 
fru its for freezin g, corn sy ru p may 
be u sed. Her recipe for th is is as 
follows: 
“Make a sy ru p of 1J cu ps corn 
sy ru p an d 2 cu ps water; cool. Pre­ 
pare an d pack fru its in con tain ers, 
cov er with th e cooled sy ru p. As each 
con tain er is packed, pu t in refrig­ 
erator u n til ready to freeze.” 
An oth er meth od f o r preserv in g 
fru its is th e dry in g process. Miss 
Hu n ter’s formu la for th is is as fol­ 
lows: “Fru its to be dried n eed n ot 
be peeled. Cu t fru it in h alv es an d 
remov e seeds. Drop fru it in solu tion 
made of 3 h tablespoon s sodiu m su l­ 
ph ite dissolv ed in on e gallon cold 
water, to preserv e color. Allow to 
stan d 
15 min u tes. D r a i n fru it, 
spread on racks an d place in v ery 
low gas ov en (105 deg. F.) u n til

away at th e 
Stamford Hospital last Friday after­ 
n oon at 8:00 o’clock, after a v ery 
sh ort seriou s illn ess. He h ad been in 
poor h ealth for abou t a y ear an d 
accordin g to 
in formation , h e h ad 
a form of trou ble th at affected th e 
blood. 
Mr. Fields was born lit Van Al- 
sty n e, Tex as, Feb. 13, 1876, an d was 
69 y ears an d fiv e mon th s of age.

Miss Mable Fields, wh o made h er 
h ome with h er paren ts; Mrs. Rex 
Kemp, Roby ; Morris Fields, New Or­ 
lean s; Wilbu rn e Fields, El Segu n do, 
•Calif.; Mrs. Joh n Kirsch n er, 
wh o 
makes h er h ome with h er paren ts, 
wh ile h er h osban d is in th e Army ; 
an d Pv t. Hilon Fields, station ed at 
Gen ev a, Neb. Fortu n ately , all of th e 
ch ildren were permitted to come for 
th eir fath er’s fu n eral. 
Fu n eral serv ices were h eld Mon ­ 
day aftern oon , Ju ly 
1 6, at th e Meth ­

Wilson h av e felt keen ly sy mpath etic 
for h er an d h er family sin ce th e 
day s of u n certain ty started wh en th e 
n ews came th at h er son , Secon d 
Lieu ten an t M. Y. Wilson , h ad been 
reported as missin g wh ile in aerial 
combat ov er Eu rope on April ll, 
19 44. 
Th e War Departmen t ex presses it­ 
self to Mrs. Wilson mu ch in th e 
same feelin g th at Hamlin commu n i­ 
ty people h av e felt all alon g. We 
qu ote in part a letter from th e De­ 
partmen t, dated April 12, 19 45. It 
reads: 


“Dear Mrs. Wilson : 


“Sin ce y ou r son , Secon d Lieu ten ­ 
an t Milton Y. Wilson , 081569 1. Air 
Corps, was reported missin g in ac­ 
tion 11 April 19 44, th<> War Depart­ 
men t h as en tertain ed th e h ope th at 
h e 
su rv iv ed an d th at in formation 
wou ld be rev ealed dispellin g th e u n ­ 
certain ty su rrou n din g h is absen ce. 
Howev er, as in man y cases, th e con ­ 
dition s of warfare den y u s su ch in ­ 
formation . Th e records con cern in g 
y ou r son in dicate th at h e was a crew 
member on a Fly in g Fortress wh ich 
failed to 
retu rn from a bombin g 
mission to Stettin , German y , on 11 
April 19 44. His plan e wen t down 
n ear Bru n swick, German y , after it 
h ad been badly damaged by en emy 
aircraft. . . In v iew of th e fact th at 
twelv e 
mon th s * h av e n ow ex pired 
with ou t th e receipt of ev iden ce to 
su pport a con tin u ed presu mption of 
su rv iv al, th e War Departmen t mu st 
termin ate su ch absen ce by a pre­ 
su mptiv e fin din g of death . Accord­ 
in gly , an official fin din g of/ death 
h as been recorded. . . In th e case of 
y ou r son , th is date h as been set as 
12 April 19 45, th e day followin g th e 
ex piration 
of twelv e 
mon th s’ 
ab­ 
sen ce. . .1 h ope y ou may fin d su s­ 
tain in g comfort in th e th ou gh t th at 
th e u n certain ty with wh ich war h as 
su rrou n ded th e absen ce of y ou r son 
h as en h an ced th e h on or of h is serv ­ 
ice to h is cou n try an d h is sacrifices.

(CONCLUSION) 


The apostle who said there is one God, said also there is one 
body. It is proper always to define Scripture by Scripture, and to 
let the Scripture explain itself. What was the apostle talk ing about 
when he said there is one body? He tells us in I Cor. 12, and lik e­ 
wise in the Ephesian letter, the body is the church. (Eph. 1 :20-23) 
In Col. 1:18 , the apostle reversed the statement by saying, ^ he 
body, the church.” The church is the body and the body is the 
church, and yet the apostle said there is one body which was built 
by the Lord. His body, the church and certainly the Lord never 
intended any more. And had man properly followed the will of the 
Lord through the ages there would be but one today. A man wrho 
worships a multiplicity of Gods is thought of, by most religionists, 
as a heathen. And they so think because the Bible declares there 
is but one God. Yet this same religionist feels that one who de­ 
clares there should be but one body of Christians is “cantank erous,” 
narrow minded, and a bigot. But so far as the Bible is concerned, 
and religiously what other guide can Christians claim, it is just as 
reasonable to ask a man what God he worships as to ask him of 
what faith is he or to what body does he belong. Why? Because 
the same Bible in the same chapter and in two consecutive verses 
declares there is but one Lord, God, Faith, Baptism, and Body! 


In scripture, this institution is spok en of as the family of God, 
as the vineyard of the Lord, as the vine and branches, and several 
other figures. In I Cor. 12:20, the apostle said: “ Now are they 
many members, yet but one body.” Jesus said: “ Upon this rock I 
will build my church; and the gates of hell shall not prevail against 
it.” The word “church” is used in two senses in the Scriptures. It 
is used to embrace all the believers in the aggregate. That is the 
way Jesus used it when he said he would build his church. He 
meant it to include all believers in all ages until he should come 
again. It is used in a local sense as we have it in Phil. 1:1-2, where 
Paul speak s of the church of God in Philippi; and in Rom. 16:16 
Paul said that the churches of Christ should salute the brethren in 
Rome. That meant that the church at Ephesus or the church at 
Antioch or the church at any other place would combine with all 
the disciples in the area to greet the church at Rome. There were 
no differences in these local churches in doctrine and practice. One 
was not one k ind of church and another another k ind of church 
but they were sister churches of lik e faith and practice. There wTas 
but one church in the world in that day, and that was the church 
that Jesus built. That church was the body of Christ, and there is 
but one body. All the believers should be united perfectly in the 
one church, and discords in Christianity are the curse and bane of 
the religion that Jesus died bo establish. How can the church be 
the church triumphant when it is split into jarring parties and fac­ 
tions? This scribe pleads for a return of all believers to the church 
as it was in the first century. Concerning the name of this insti­ 
tution, it is simply called the church, the church of God, or the 
church which Jesus said he would build. Again, it is spok en of as 
the church which the Lord purchased with his blood in Acts 20:28 . 
It should have no other designations than those set forth in the 
Scripture. 
Sectarian names are divisive and destructive. 
They 
ought not to be. The church of the living God is ample for all be­ 
lievers. The apostle Paul calls it the church of the living God in 
I Tim. 3:15. Finally, on the subject of the one church, which is 
the body of Christ, there should be harmony among believers in the 
matter of worship, which is set forth for it in the New Testament 
Scriptures. 


The final point that harmonizes the whole religion of Christ 
with the present order and with the eternal future is the item of 
hope. 
We are savad by hope. 
(Rom. 8 :24) 
We have hope as an 
anchor of the soul. “That by two immutable things, in which it was 
impossible for God to lie, we might have a strong consolation, who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope set before us: 
Which hope we have as an anchor of the soul, both sure and stead­ 
fast, and which enbereth into that within the veil; whither the fore­ 
runner is for us entered, even Jesus, made an high priest for ever 
after the order of Melchisedec.” 
(Heb. 6:18 -20) 
Alexander Pope 
said in his essay on man that hope springs immortal in the human 
breast. 
Sphinxlik e, it can rise from the ashes of every defeat to 
ascend into the ethereal blue on wings of bright expectancy and 
eternal glory. It is a spark of the divine that is planted in man. 
It raises him from the lowly earth to the vaulted sk y. The hope of 
the gospel is eternal life. We have it in the thought of unity of 
all bel ievers in the world to come and the privilege of living about 
the throne of Jehovah in the celestial city where we can sing paeans 
of praise while the ages of eternity roll by. 
A blessed thing is 
hope. In the final summary, then, we can see the perfect unity 
that is set forth in the religion of Christ. In “ Paradise Lost,” Mil­ 
ton said that devil with devil damned, firm concord holds. 
Men 
only disagree of creatures rational, though under heavenly hope. 
This divine septuple (Eph. 4:4-6) describes perfect unity.
